MARCH 26 1972—LOVELAND 

Spring show- 

Budget is about $2400. Main 
object is to determine what 
response a three-day spring 
show will receive, the items 
of security, promotion, etc. 
were discussed. Included in 
the discussion was cost, for? 
mat and manpower. 

Bi-centennial-Centennial- 

Discussion of medal for CWNA 
contest to utilize Olympic, 
Bi-centennial, and Centenn 
ial themes. It was pointed 
out that this approach would 
cross various commissions & 
commercial interests there¬ 
fore would probably be im¬ 
practical. A medal committee 
was appointed to investigate 
further and report next brd. 
meeting. C.G.Klein is chair¬ 
man vrith Dr. Sehoondermark, 
L.M. Drake and G. Lewis, aid¬ 
ing him. 

Newsletter- 

Discussion as to content and 
aim. Main point, lack of any 
news from clubs. Several sug¬ 
gestions were made to assist 
in obtaining interesting and 
timely information. The cost 
and return were compared and 
the general feeling was this 
newsletter is a worthwhile 
and desirable effort, there¬ 
fore should be continued, if 
the nevjs flow can be improv¬ 
ed. 

Other items- 

Case disposal plan detailed. 
Asset depreciation plan for 
tax report purposes ok'd. 
By-law revision plan- tabled 
to next meeting. 

Service award definition was 
changed to drop a exclusion. 
Suggestion that CWNA prepare 
bid for 1977 ANA. Further de- 
cision at next meeting.

Curly 
Mitchell presented typical 
costs if Franklin Mint in¬ 
volved. Various plans pro 
and conned. Packaging and 
distribution discussed.

DISPOSAL HELD 


ABOUT OUR MEDAL 


CONTEST $$ 


SHORTLY AFTER CWNA was organ¬ 
ized in 1952, the possibi¬ 
lity of a medal was discuss¬ 
ed. Use of medals was not as 
widespread as it is now, but 
it seemed worthwhile to de¬ 
velop a design for use as an 
association identity. 

Preliminary discussions, we¬ 
re held with Bastain Br. Co. 
concerning design, size, con¬ 
tent, etc. with assurance on 
reproduction of detail, ap¬ 
propriate designs were con¬ 
sidered. Naturally, a better 
known item of local interest 
was the Lesher dollar. This 
octagonal piece was used in 
part for the upper half 
of the medal and was faith¬ 
fully reproduced in detail. 


IN RECENT Board Action Colo- 
Wyo has decided to undertake 
a contest for design of some 
new medal, generally related 
to the bi-centennial and ce¬ 
ntennial theme. While exact 
rules are not complete these 
items can be announced now. 
First prize $250 with com¬ 
petition to end Dec. 31, 72. 
If you feel qualified, when 
final rules are announced,by 
July 1, we hope you will be 
ready to go. Rules distribu¬ 
tion will be made via news 
media, newsletter to clubs, 
etc. to assure the maximum 
number of people are inform¬ 
ed. 


AWARD TIME 


AS DIRECTED by the board of 
CWNA, a surplus of 20 cases 
were sold on "as is" basis. 
It is hoped this will help 
some exhibitors/clubs to be¬ 
come more active. , As other 
organizations, who own cases 
now refuse to help CWNA our 
policy of loaning "free" to 
any exhibitor may require a 
new look. When a change in 
ground rules required any 
exhibitor to provide his own 
case at a Denver area show, 
CWNA made special arrangem¬ 
ents and provided ten cases 
to the exhibit chairman. But 
since no user last year paid 
for any damage, twelve brok¬ 
en glasses and a dozen lost 
keys, it would seem one org¬ 
anization is expected to as¬ 
sume case distribution with¬ 
out any compensation. About 
a year ago the "free for all 
user" policy was changed to 
charging when cases were "re. 
sold" to dealers to meet the 
show committment. Since this 
contributed to the show pro¬ 
fit a one dollar charge was 
established. Now it seems 
other groups would rather ob¬ 
tain their own inventory for 
dealers and the "heck" with 
exhibits. Who is right? 


PARTICIPATION 


The lower half of the medal 
first had a suggested design 
of the Colo-Wyo.name, incor¬ 
poration date, and a slight¬ 
ly lapped design of Colo, and 
Wyo. state seals. While this 
resulted in a nice balance 
in the medal, it seemed that 
a conflict might develop if 
adjoining states joined the 
association, as was then be¬ 
ing considered. The strictly 
neutral copy of a Greek coin 
was then incorporated in the 
lower portion of the medal. 


IT IS TIME to start consid¬ 
eration of candidates for a 
CWNA SERVICE AWARD. The rule 
states the nominee must re¬ 
side in the CWNA region, but 
need not be a member of CWNA 
The axvard is given for cur¬ 
rent (this year) activities 
and documentation (letters, 
clippings, etc.) will aid in 
giving proper consideration 
to any individual. Your club 
should receive copies of the 
entry blank soon or they may 
be obtained from CWNA. 


IN AN EFFORT to have all the 
clubs in CWNA feel they were 
part of a show an effort was 
made to have each club spon¬ 
sor a trophy for exhibitors. 
Since no club derived all of 
their funds from "locals" it 
seemed returning some small 
part to support the hobby in 
general would be entirely in 
order, but certainly was not 
a uniform opinion in all the 
clubs. I have sent thank you 
notes to each club, and con¬ 
sider the point valid, so at 
a later date I'll personally 
discuss my view at your meet¬ 
ing, if asked.

The medal was first introdu¬ 
ced at an annual convention 
in Pueblo, where the medal 
was utilized at registration 
to obtain some capital for 
the die and striking. 

At first no significance was 
attached to the medal used, 
but present-day medals are 
struck only in gold, silver, 
nickel-silver and bronze. A 
representative set of these 
medals, including a 10-carat 
gold one, is now in the ANA 
Headquarters in Colorado.
